PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 
Dr.  W.  M.  Robey,  Charlotte,  N.  C. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

The  policy  of  the  retiring  administration  of  the  Society  has  al- 
ready been  demonstrated,  and  it  is  unnecessary  for  us  to  say  that  we 
regret  our  inability  to  do  more  than  we  have  done. 

Cooperation  in  its  broadest  sense  has  been  our  desire  and  should 
be  the  key  to  our  success  as  an  organized  body  of  professional 
men  and  women.  This  hackneyed  word  conveys  to  many  of  our  minds 
the  thought  of  Bolshevism,  Socialism,  Unionism,  the  failures  of  such 
large  attempts  at  commercial  cooperation  as  S.  Dakota  made.  But 
dentistry  is  not  a  commercial  enterprise  but  a  profession  which 
necessarily  must  be  self  supporting.  It  is  a  branch  of  the  healing 
art  and  we  are  regular  physicians.  We  have  adopted  and  inherited 
the  principles  and  methods  of  the  medical  profession. 

These  principles  and  methods  have  been  developed  step  by  step 
as  science  and  experience  dictates.  Every  detail,  sorted,  selected  and 
picked,  is  the  result  of  cooperation  of  many  minds  handed  down 
from  generation  to  generation. 

The  peculiar  thing  about  this  cooperation,  is  that  the  benefits  are 
given  to  mankind  and  not  restricted  to  any  select  group.  The  very 
unselfishness  of  our  profession  has  made  it  great. 

As  we  observe  the  tendencies  of  the  times,  we  are  inclined  to  be 
fearful  of  the  pitfalls  on  our  way,  but  there  have  always  been  men

and  means  to  thwart  them.  And  in  spite  of  unfavorable  tendencies, 
I  believe  that  the  prospects  for  dentistry  are  brighter,  and  am- 
bitions of  its  founders  are  nearer  being  realized,  than  ever  before. 
The  incentives  for  work  and  enthusiasm  are  broadening,  and  in 
spite  of  the  war,  and  after  the  war  unpleasantness  and  discomforts, 
we  are  compelled  to  acknowledge  the  benefits  the  profession  of  den- 
tistry has  received.  We  have  always  claimed  our  status,  but  it  took 
the  necessities  of  war  to  impress  our  usefulness  upon  the  people, 
and  now  we  do  not  have  to  claim  our  position  but  it  is  proclaimed 
for  us  by  the  public,  and  the  medical  profession  requests  our  service 
in  conjunction  with  theirs. 

Now  that  the  day  is  dawning,  it  is  up  to  us  to  build,  accurately 
and  solidly,  by  adhering  to  our  principles  and  meeting  our  obligations 
in  every  form. 

I  should  like  to  discuss  this  in  detail,  but  it  will  take  too  much  time, 
except  as  I  take  up  some  special  subject  later  on.  But  as  stated 
above,  our  profession  is  necessarily  self  supporting,  no  matter  what 
our  object  in  life. 

And  we  should  be  very  careful  in  our  criticisms  of  our  fellow 
workers,  for  while  we  have  some  who  are  suffering  with  the  present 
day  egoism,  the  vast  majority  are  suffering  from  benighted  modesty. 
A  cure  for  both  should  be  the  object  of  our  dental  societies. 

You  will  pardon  me  in  my  efforts  to  show  the  need  of  cooperation 
if  I  give  you  a  short  account  of  the  activities  of  an  administration 
for  the  year. 

The  program  has  been  of  first  concern.  The  preparations  of  the 
program  is  a  year's  work,  as  I  discovered  for  the  first  time  last  year, 
and  not  a  last  minute  accident.  The  response  of  the  Program  Com- 
mittee and  Executive  Committee.  District  Society  officials  and  indi- 
vidual members  has  been  wonderfully  enthusiastic,  regardless  of 
time  and  expense.  And  as  I  look  at  you  here,  I  believe  that  response 
from  each  of  you  would  have  been  the  same  if  you  had  been  in 
close  enough  touch  to  understand  what  was  needed.  We  have  the 
"makings"  for  a  wonderful  organization  and  I  want  to  devote  my 
brief  talk  to  these  things. 

The  Program  Committee  arranges  the  program  and  almost  every- 
thing else  connected  with  this  meeting,  with  the  help  of  everybody 
who  can  help,  and  then  some.  We  appeal  to  Heaven,  individuals, 
and  supply  men,  and  then  to  our  own  men  for  clinics.  The  Treasurer 
is  appealed  to,  and  informs  us  that  there  is  $467.34. 

Have  you  ever  been  broke?  We've  got  the  goods  we  want,  but 
cost  and  expenses  amount  to  more  than  we  have  money  to  pay ;  no 
rich  uncle  to  appeal  to.  Necessarily  we  have  to  take  what  we  can 
pay  for  and  beg,  and  let  the  rest  go.  The  total  sum  required  is 
small  for  a  great  state  organization,  as  you  will  see  from  your 
treasurer's  report. 
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We  then  appeal  to  our  local  men  for  clinics  and  are  most  often 
met  with  a  general  reluctance  or  blank  refusal.  That  is  under- 
standable, but  wrong.  We  all  wish  to  develop,  to  progress.  If  we 
have  a  method  or  process  that  is  modern,  not  necessarily  new, 
there  is  no  surer  way  to  keep  it  modern  than  subjecting  it  to  the 
judgment  and  thought  of  your  fellow  dentists.  This  brings  out  the 
errors  as  well  as  the  good  points  so  that  the  clinician  is  very  much 
more  benefited  than  the  Society  as  a  whole.  If  our  idea  is  wrong, 
the  sooner  it  is  discovered,  the  better. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  three  of  our  District  Society  meet- 
ings and  they  had  some  splendid  clinics  by  local  men,  the  younger 
men  proving  by  their  work,  that  their  timidity  and  not  lack  of 
ability,  prevented  their  offering  to  appear  at  the  state  meeting.  One 
of  the  livest  local  Societies  in  this  section  is  in  Richmond,  and  if 
you  will  look  over  their  Program  you  will  think  that  most  of  the 
dentists  there  were  down  for  clinics.  Youth  is  probably  the  most 
desired  of  all  physical  conditions.  The  youngest  men  in  our  dental 
societies  today,  are  those  who  have  taken  an  active  part  in  their 
work.  Look  them  over  and  see  if  I  am  not  right.  If  you  do  it 
seriously,  I  expect  your  officers  and  committees  next  year  to  be 
overwhelmed  with  would-be  assistants. 

And  they  want  and  need  your  help,  real  help,  not  kid  glove  helpers 
but  men  with  problems  and  facts  and  results. 

I  referred  to  Richmond  dentists  as  clinicians.  Up  in  Virginia 
they  are  developing  men  with  facts  and  results  by  the  organization 
of  Clinic  Clubs,  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  State  Society. 
These  clubs  are  engendering  enthusiasm  and  producing  better 
dentists  more  rapidly  than  any  present  day  idea  I  know  and  at  a 
minimum  of  expense.  And  these  clubs  are  the  leven  that  is  spreading 
their  acquired  knowledge  to  the  whole  State  Society.  I  would  like  to 
see  this  Society  adopt  some  plan  for  the  encouragement  and  organi- 
zation of  Clinic  Clubs  and  I  would  suggest  that  a  Committee  be 
appointed  to  work  this  out  as  a  part  of  the  State  Society. 

This  brings  to  mind  the  District  Societies,  and  their  problems 
which  must  be  worked  out  by  their  officers  and  members.  Our  rapid 
progress  as  a  profession  is  due  to  organization.  National,  State, 
District  and  Local,  and  the  more  thoroughly  in  accord  that  we  are, 
the  more  efficient  our  organization.  Therefore,  the  Local  Society, 
the  Clinic  Club,  District  Society,  State  Society  and  National  Asso- 
ciation must  work  in  thorough  accord  to  accomplish  most. 

Every  Constitution  and  By-Law  should  be  based  upon  and  include 
our  Code  of  Ethics.  The  question  continually  comes  up  as  to  the 
eifect  of  the  smaller  organizations  on  the  larger. 

We  are  inclined  to  narrow  our  vision  and  get  in  a  "rut,"  if  we 
do  not  get  a  broader  view  now  and  then.  We  must  bear  in  mind 
that  the  State  Organization  has  been  responsible  for  our  state  dental 
laws,  and  their  enforcement ;  our  examining  board  and  the  standards 
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which  they  set ;  Legislative  Committee,  which  is  especially  active 
during  every  session  of  our  Legislature ;  the  work  of  the  different 
committees  that  exist  for  our  general  good  from  time  to  time;  and 
for  the  very  excellent  programs  that  would  not  have  been  possible 
without  it.  In  all  our  enthusiasm,  do  not  forget  that  our  very  exis- 
tence is  due  to  the  State  organization. 

Dues. 

I  gave  you  a  contracted  view  of  our  effort  to  arrange  a  Program. 
The  first  question  asked  by  the  Program  Committee,  is  "How  much 
money  do  we  have  to  spend?"  The  answer  is  standardized,  I  think, 
whether  we  have  the  money  or  not.  This  year  we  are  under  par,  for 
the  reason  that  we  changed  our  fiscal  year  from  June  to  January, 
to  correspond  with  that  of  the  National.  This  leaves  our  treasury 
six  months  behind  its  normal  state.  This  places  the  administration 
in  the  position  of  having  to  raise  funds  by  private  subscription ; 
ask  our  visiting  clinicians  to  bear  part  or  all  their  expenses ;  or 
carry  over  a  deficit  to  the  next  year. 

Each  of  these  methods  is  mortifying  and  embarrassing  to  a 
strong,  independent,  progressive  organization  of  men  and  women. 
The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  each  of  our  principal  clinics  each 
year  would  cost  each  individual  from  five  to  one  hundred  times  our 
present  annual  dues.  These  dues  have  not  been  advanced  in  twelve 
or  fifteen  years,  and  then  the  Societies'  part  was  only  $3.00  per  annum. 
Society  expenses  have  climbed  just  as  your  personal  expenses  have 
climbed.  Shall  we  limit  the  activities  and  usefulness  of  the  North 
Carolina  Dental  Society  and  make  it  necessary  for  those  who  wish 
to  advance  to  visit  the  Societies  and  Clinics  of  other  states,  or  shall 
we  try  to  make  dentistry  in  North  Carolina  to  equal  or  lead?  I 
hope  the  Society  will  realize  what  this  means  and  increase  the  dues. 
We  need  it  badly  and  I  assure  you  that  you  will  reap  fourfold  from 
the  investment. 

State  Institutions. 

While  at  an  executive  committee  meeting  in  Greensboro  in  May, 
the  question  of  our  attitude  toward  dentistry  in  the  State  Institutions 
was  discussed.  On  account  of  his  familiarity  with  tlie  subject,  I  re- 
quested Dr.  Lineberger  of  Raleigh  to  write  me  a  letter  expressing 
his  ideas  on  the  subject,  which  I  am  using  in  this  address  to  get 
the  subject  before  this  Society.  This  should  be  seriously  considered 
and  some  policy  adopted  at  an  early  date.  Dr.  Lineberger's  letter 
covers  the  ground  very  thoroughly  and  if  action  is  not  taken  at  this 
meeting,  I  hope  the  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates  will  take 
the  matter  up  with  their  District  Societies  and  be  prepared  to 
handle  it  at  the  next  meeting. 

"Dear  Doctor  Robey :  At  our  meeing  in  Greensboro  last  week, 
you  asked  me  to  write  you  relative  to  a  policy  which  the   State 
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Dental  Society  should  adopt  concerning  our  attitude  toward  the 
various  State  Institutions. 

"I  have  given  this  proposition  much  thought,  but  to  date  I  am 
still  very  much  at  sea  as  to  just  what  would  be  best;  in  fact  there 
are  several  modes  or  methods  of  procedure,  and  certainly  we  should 
adopt  some  definite  way. 

"First  of  all,  I  will  say  the  House  of  Delegates  at  our  meeting 
In  Charlotte  last  year,  adopted  the  resolutions  sent  out  by  the 
National,  a  copy  of  which  I  am  euclosing.  As  you  will  note,  this 
touches  only  the  Hospital  people  and  as  I  understand,  it  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  other  State  Institutions.  To  date,  we  do  have,  in 
some  of  the  State  Institutions,  a  socalled  wholo  time  Dentist,  but 
owing  to  the  smalluess  of  the  salary,  they  are  naturally  forced  to  re- 
sort to  a  young  dentist  just  out  of  College  and  one  without  the  clinical 
experience  which  is  so  necessary  for  that  class  of  worli.  The  Blind 
Institute,  Penitentiary,  Reformatories,  etc.,  have  no  dentist  and  the 
State  provides  no  funds  for  that  specific  service  and  if  they  have 
any  work  done,  the  money  must  necessarily  come  from  other  sources 
or  from  funds  provided  for  other  purposes. 

"The  medical  profession  has  been  and  to  a  marked  degree  is  now, 
in  the  same  position  we  are  but  they  have  met  the  condition,  I 
believe,  a  little  better  than  the  Dental  profession.  A  Specialist  here 
in  the  city  told  me  Saturday,  that  he  had  performed  more  than  one 
hundred  tousilectomies  for  the  Dix  Hill  State  Hospital  free  of  all 
charges,  he  of  course  being  a  member  of  the  Medical  Advisory 
Board  and  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

"Several  weeks  ago.  Dr.  J.  M.  Fleming  and  I  went  before  the 
Governor  and  asked  him  to  appoint  a  Dental  Advisory  Board  to  act 
in  conjunction  with  the  present  Medical  board  and  resident  dentist, 
where  there  happens  to  be  one.  , 

"To  sum  it  all  as  I  see  it ;  the  work  is  needed,  sufficient  funds  are 
not  provided,  so  we  will  either  have  to  take  the  initiative  and  give 
our  service  practically  gratis  as  the  medical  men  are  doing,  or  else 
just  keep  hands  off  and  let  the  State  unfortunate  grope  along  as  best 
they  can. 

"I  hope  the  present  administration  will  see  its  way  clear  to  inaugu- 
rate some  plausible  means  by  which  we  can  handle  this  urgent  condi- 
tion, but  frankly,  I  am  as  I  said  in  the  beginning,  at  sea." 

The  policy  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  toward  dentistry  in  the 
schools  has  gone  a  long  way  toward  solving  that  problem,  in  an 
efficient  and  economical  way.  We  cannot  get  service  by  unfair  and 
burdensome  means. 

Enthusiasm  may  stimulate  for  a  while,  but  it  cannot  supply  the 
necessities  of  life. 

Liability  Insubance. 

It  seems  to  me  that  in  the  past  four  or  five  years,  changes 
in  everything  have  taken  place  so  rapidly,  and  things  that  were  once 
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only  for  the  few  are  now  the  necessity  of  the  many,  that  I  will  be 
pardoned  for  calling  your  attention  to  subjects  we  already  know. 

Liability  for  the  injury,  or  damage  to  others,  is  being  emphasized 
more  and  more,  in  these  strenuous  times  of  close  figuring  to  make 
both  ends  meet.  Tliis  is  especially  so  in  the  dental  and  medical 
professions.  We  very  fortunately  have  in  this  Society  a  group  liabil- 
ity insurance  plan,  rates  for  which  range  as  high  as  $65.00  in  some 
companies  for  individual  policy  holders.  One  verdict  for  $5000.00 
would  cripple  some  of  us,  to  say  the  least.  It  would  be  very  graitifing 
to  see  every  member  protected  under  some  plan,  as  there  is  no 
way  to  tell  where  the  lightning  will  strike. 

Ethics. 

A  matter  of  grave  concern  to  this  Society  is  the  tendency,  by  some 
of  our  members,  to  advertise  by  one  method  or  other.  Our  Code 
of  Ethics  is  as  old  as  the  Society  and  as  proof  of  the  Tightness  of  a 
Code  of  Ethics,  we  have  the  modern  tendency  of  business  organiza- 
tions adopting  codes  similar  to  the  ones  we  as  dentists  have  lived 
by  all  these  years.  For  that  reason  I  appeal  to  the  members  of  this 
Society,  its  officials  and  committees,  to  enforce  its  laws  and  do  not 
condone  breaches  of  this  code.  Our  By-Laws  are  somewhat  cum- 
bersome and  I  would  recommend  that  they  be  changed  so  that  written 
charges  by  one  member  or  material  evidence  presented  directly  to 
the  Committee  on  Ethics  be  sufficient  to  bring  an  offending  member 
to  trial.  It  should  not  be  possible  for  a  member  to  escape  the 
consequences  of  a  breach  of  the  Code  of  Ethics  on  account  of  a 
technicality.  The  sheer  value  of  our  services  and  our  adherence  to 
ethical  standards  have  won  the  high  regard  of  both  the  Public  and 
Medical  Profession  that  we  enjoy,  and  it  behooves  us  to  avoid  a 
retrograde  movement  that  might  be  brought  on  by  carelessness  and 
indifference. 

Carelessness  in  one  direction  breeds  carelessness  in  another.  In 
our  code  we  have  a  threefold  obligation:  1.  Our  duty  toward  the 
public,  which  comes  first  and  above  all  others;  2.  Duty  to  our 
fellow  dentists,  which  recognizes  his  honesty  of  purpose,  grants 
his  weakness  but  does  not  condone  or  uphold  his  wrongdoings; 
3.  Duty  to  ourselves  and  families,  which  is  necessary,  that  we 
may  be  successful  and  able  to  perform  our  duties  toward  the  other 
parties  to  the  contract. 

Ethics  does  not  lead  to  Unionism,  but  is  the  Golden  Rule,  not  to 
Idealism  but  to  all-around  success  in  life. 

Dr.  John  J.  Battle,  while  presiding,  appointed  the  following 
committee  of  three  to  report  on  the  President's  address:  Dr. 
P.  C.  Hull,  Dr.  L.  B.  Gorham,  Dr.  L.  G.  Coble. 

Dr.  E.  J.  Tucker,  Eoxboro,  N.  C,  Dental  Eepresentative  on 
the  ISTorth  Carolina  State  Board  of  Health,  and  a  Trustee  of 
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the  University  of  JNTortli  Carolina,  asked  that  the  Society  ap- 
point a  committee  to  investigate  the  advisability  of  establishing 
a  Dental  Department  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  The 
request  was  made  in  the  form  of  a  motion. 

Motion  seconded  by  Dr.  J.  H.  "Wheeler  and  carried  unani- 
mously. 

Dr.  Thomas  B.  Martzell,  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  President  of 
the  National  Dental  Association,  delivered  an  address  on  "The 
National  Dental  Association  and  it's  Activities-How  the  Nation- 
al Dental  Association  can  and  does  Benefit  the  Dental  Profes- 
sion as  a  Whole."

the  National  Dental  Associatioii. 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  North  Caroiina  Dental 
Society, — I  am  here  today  to  represent  the  National  Dental  Associa- 
tion and  to  engage  your  interest  in  furthering  that  great  Association. 
The  National  Dental  Association  has  chosen  this  year  for  its 
slogan,  "Let's  add  ten  years  to  life,"  and  we  desire  that  Asso- 
ciation into  even  a  greater  Association  than  it  now  is.  You  need  it. 
V/o  need  it.  In  1908  we  had  617  members.  On  July  ::S,  1908,  the 
Massachusetts  Dental  Society  made  the  first  suggestion  relative  to 
the  reorganization  of  the  National  Dental  Association.  This  Society 
petitioned  for  the  approval  of  the  following  suggestions  and  resolu- 
tions : 

(1)  That  steps  be  taken  immediately  to  establish  a  representative 
journal  of  the  Society. 

(2)  That  steps  be  taken  immediately  to  reorganize  the  Society  and 
enlarge  its  membership. 

(3)  That  such  tariff  changes  be  made  as  the  foregoing  changes  may 
render  necessary. 

(4)  TTiat  the  re-organization  of  the  Society  shall  be  along  the  Hues 
of  the  American  Medical  Association  and  that  all  members  in 
good  standing  of  State,  district,  and  county  societies,  and  such 
other  societies  as  may  be  determined  upon,  be  eligible  for  mem- 
bership in  the  National  Dental  Association. 

Dr.  William  Carr,  the  president  of  the  National  in  1907.  in  his 
presidential  address,  stressed  the  importance  of  increasing  the 
membersip. 

I  just  want  you  to  know  that  Massachusetts  earned  the  credit  of 
starting  that  movement,  and  we  really  owe  to  these  Eastern  members 
of  our  Association  the  initiative  of  28,000  men  and  women  and  an 
interest  and  power  more  than  quadrupled.  It  is  capable  of  doing  for 
you  and  me  a  great  many  thing  that  a  small  Association  could  not 
do,  but  we  are  in  hard  line  and  while  we  are  striving  for  great  things, 
we  need   help. 
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Last  year  it  cost  the  National  Dental  Association  $3.24  p'er  member 
to  tlie  Journal  to  you.  What  do  you  pay  us?  Two  dollars  per  mem- 
ber. Out  of  that  two-dollar  contribution  from  the  members  of  the 
various  State  Associations  we  publish  the  Journal  and  we  contribute 
to  the  various  interests  of  dentistry  some  $6000  or  $8000  out  of  our 
treasury.  Tlie  calls  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  National  Dental  Asso- 
ciation are  constant,  and  its  Board  of  Trustees  have  had  to  be  ex- 
tremely careful  this  year  and  really  make  themselves  somewhat  dis- 
liked because  they  have  repeatedly  refused  to  recommend  the  appro- 
priation of  funds  in  our  treasury  for  real  crying  needs.  Now,  then, 
how  have  we  been  able  to  publish  the  national  dental  journal,  the 
greatest  dental  journal  in  the  world,  with  the  lagest  circulation,  when 
we  have  an  evident  deficit  of  $1.24  on  every  completed  volume  that  we 
made  for  twelve  months?  We  succeeded  in  doing  that  by  selling 
advertising  pages  in  our  journal  for  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to 
carry  us  over.  We  have  at  times  had  to  borrow  money  and  we  were 
in  a  rather  unhappy  situation  during  the  meeting  in  Milwaukee  of 
not  having  the  money  on  hand  to  pay  the  office  help.  I  want  to  say 
for  Secretary  King  that  he  stepped  into  the  breach  and  issued  his 
personal  check.  I  am  telling  some  rather  intimate  things  about  the 
National  Dental  Association  and  I  am  telling  them  for  a  purpose.  If  we 
could  increase  our  menibersip  20  per  cent.,  we  would  increase  the 
advertising  value  of  our  pages  and  we  might,  by  skilful  management, 
be  able  to  allow  our  membership  fee  to  remain  at  two  dollars.  We 
have  on  the  table  at  the  present  time  a  resolution  looking  forward 
to  an  increase  to  three  dollars.  Take,  for  instance  the  paper  bill.  We 
have  to  pay  $8000,  a  carload  for  the  paper  at  times,  where  we  used 
to  get  it  for  $2000,  and  the  expense  of  labor  that  goes  into  the  Journal 
and  everything  connected  with  it  has  in  certain  lines  quadrupled. 
Therefore  I  am  asking  you,  gentlemen,  to  interest  yourselves  in  a 
membership  campaign.  I  find  from  your  Secretary  you  have  637 
white  men  and  women  eligible  to  membership  in  this  Association  and 
I  think  that,  if  you  would  make  a  personal  canvass,  if  you  would  make 
effort  each  one  of  you  to  draw  into  the  Society  the  groups  that  are 
not  in  it  (and  you  only  had  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  National  285 
paid-up  membership),  it  seems  to  me  you  could  easily  add  another 
hundred  to  it.  AVill  you  not  do  this?  Will  you  not  combine?  If 
you  have  personal  animosities  hide  them  and  bury  them,  they  do  not 
make  for  progress.  If  you  have  the  best  interest  of  the  National 
Association  and  your  own  Association  at  heart  gather  together  and 
put  this  thing  into  effect.  There  are  many  ways  by  which  you  may 
do  it.  TTiere  are  many  angles  by  which  you  can  approach  the  mem- 
bership problem.  No  student  should  be  allowed  to  graduate  in  this 
State  without  having  been  taught  the  advantages  of  the  National 
Dental  Association.  Every  man  coming  here  who  settles  in  good  faith 
to  practice,  should  have  someone  to  call  on  him,  and,  if  he  is  a  good, 
square,  ethical  man,  with  the  intention  of  being  a  valued  citizen  m 
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your  community,  make  the  first  advance  yourself  and  draw  him  in 
with  you  in  order  that  he  may  strengthen  us  as  a  whole. 

Now  what  can  the  National  do  for  you?  May  I  point  out  a  few 
of  the  things?  We  had  put  before  us  last  spring  the  proposition  that 
we  would  have  an  increase  in  tariff,  which  would  make  it  iwssible 
for  manufacturers  to  jump  costs  up  say  anywhere  from  20  to  (30  per- 
cent. Owing  to  the  fact  that  we  represented  28,000  members  when 
your  otficers  approached  the  men  with  power  in  Washington  who 
were  shaping  this  legislation,  they  were  treated  very  kindly  and  cour- 
teously and  with  attention,  which  I  am  very  sure  they  would  not 
have  been  had  they  represented  a  little  group  of  men  scattered  over 
these  United  States  of  about  only  600.  Quite  the  contrary,  every 
courtesy  was  shown  them,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  legislation  did 
not  pass. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  a  clause  in  the  new  legislative  move- 
ment which  with  the  American  valuation  plan  makes  it  possible  to 
raise  duties  even  as  righ  as  60  per  cent,  in  some  lines.  Every  mem- 
ber you  add  to  this  Association  increases  the  power  of  your  officers 
to  influence  favorably  legislation  for  you  in  your  own  home.  I 
gathered  from  the  President's  Address  his  desire  for  good  fellowship 
and  greater  power  for  good.  So  from  every  angle  of  the  situation  it 
is  a  good  thing  to  bring  your  neighbors  into  the  Association. 

The  National  Association  stands  for  research.  It  stands  for  all, 
allied  in  every  line  of  dentistry.  It  is  possible,  and  we  hope  to  make 
that  fact  stand  out  so  strongly  this  year  that  we  will  exert  an  in- 
fluence on  the  whole  body  politic  that  will  bring  to  the  mind  of  the 
country  and  the  nation  at  large,  the  fact  that  we  can  and  do  help  to 
lengthen  human  life.  If  the  principles  now  taught  and  understood  by 
those  who  are  practicing  preventive  dentistry  could  reach  to  every 
man,  woman  and  child  in  this  country  it  would  add  ten  years  to  the 
life  of  the  nation.  There  is  no  question  about  that,  and  in  every  depart- 
ment of  dentistry,  in  all  of  the  seven  sections  in  the  National  Dental 
Association  an  effort  is  being  made  to  have  that  spirit  run  through 
every  paper  and  every  contribution  that  is  made  this  year.  I  find 
that  the  national  press  is  sympathetic  to  that  idea.  I  find  the  men 
of  the  Association  who  are  chairmen  of  sections  are  sympathetic 
and  enthusiastic.  But,  someone  says,  how  can  we — take,  for  instance, 
orthodontia — lengthen  life? 

The  following  illustrates  this  point :  During  the  late  war  we  had 
men  of  fine  physique,  who  fell  asleep  on  post,  and  constantly  had 
headaches,  and  did  not  appear  able  to  keep  awake.  It  was  discovered 
presently  that  these  men  had  immature  sella  turcicas  and  that  the 
pituitary  body  was  being  crowded,  and  when  they  were  fed  pituitary 
they  became  energetic  men.  What  better  work  can  the  orthodontists 
do  than  broaden  out  the  base  of  the  skull,  to  place  the  masticating 
force,  which  amounts  to  tons  and  tons,  in  its  proper  relation  and  build 
normal  skulls  and  normal  citizens? 
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There  is  just  another  illustration :  Take  the  men  who  are  treating 
infections  in  the  mouth.  What  big  thing  can  they  do  for  the  body- 
politic?  They  can  prevent  those  infections  which  drain  into  the 
lower  jaw,  which  eventually  produce  atrophy  of  the  thyroid  gland.  It 
is  known  that  the  thyroid  governs  the  rate  of  metabolism  in  the  body, 
and  the  speed  at  which  waste  material  burnt  up  in  the  body  is 
thrown  out.  If  that  thyroid  gland  is  constantly  poisoned  and  slowly 
atrophies,  the  governor  of  the  body  loses  control,  and  the  metabolic 
rate  of  nutrition  is  reduced.  I  have  seen  very  often  individuals  with 
an  atrophied  thyroid  resist  every  line  of  treatment,  until  at  last  the 
proper  amount  of  thyroid  material  is  given  such  an  individual.  Such 
people  repair,  when  they  will  not  repair  under  any  other  line  of 
treatment  no  matter  how  thorough  it  may  be. 

Dentistry  stands  for  a  clean  mouth.  The  exodontist  who  removes 
every  deposit  and  diseased  tooth  is  helping  to  lengthen  life.  I  might 
go  on  for  an  hour  citing  ways  that  dentistry  may  help  humanity,  and 
if  you  have  not  given  it  thought  it  might  not  have  occurred  to  you 
how  we  may  lengthen  life.  Now  this  great  Association  proposes  to 
build  that  thought  into  it  so  effectively  that  the  whole  country  will 
know  that  we  really  are  a  part  of  Medicine  and  of  importance  to 
the  people  and  valuable  to  them,  and  that  through  the  influence  of 
such  men  as  yourselves  you  have  a  better  citizen  both  in  soul  and 
body. 

Now  that  sums  up  just  one  phase  of  what  the  National  Association 
can  and  will  do  for  you.  Take  the  matter  of  the  researches  carried 
on  during  the  past  six,  seven  or  eight  years.  It  has  been  only  a  short 
time  since  we  were  practicing  dentistry  from  the  standpoint  of  me- 
chanics largely,  and  whether  or  not  patients  had  infections  in  the 
mouth  did  not  really  interest  us  very  much  providing  our  people 
were  comfortable.  Many  times  in  the  early  years  of  my  practice 
I  conserved  teeth  which  would  have  been  vastly  better  if  removed, 
and  now,  through  modern  methods  of  investigation,  we  have  learned 
where  to  place  responsibility  and  we  are  bringing  to  you  day  after 
day  and  year  after  year  an  increased  knowledge,  and  for  these  very 
reasons  we  need  help  in  increasing  membership,  in  keeping  uown 
expense  and  broadening  interest  that  everyone  who  is  patriotic  for 
his  own  profession  must  naturally  feel.  I  do  not  know  that  I  desire 
to  occupy  any  more  of  your  time,  but  I  do  desire  to  bring  to  you  this 
message  from  the  oflScers  of  your  Association  this  year,  we  want  you 
all  to  come  to  the  California  meeting  if  you  can.  If  you  cannot,  we 
want  the  increased  membership  which  I  trust  we  have  every  right 
to  expect  to  be  attained. 

The  Luncheon

FORTY-NINE  TEARS  IN  DENTISTRY.       • 
Dh.  R.  H.  Jones,  Winston-Salem.  N.  C. 

(The  only  charter  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental 
Society  now  practicing). 

Sometime  in  1871,  after  returning  from  the  University  of  Ken- 
tucky, where  I  had  been  taking  a  course  of  study,  I  decided  to  tak( 
up  the  profession  of  dentistry.  In  accordance  with  this  desire,  I 
visited  Dr.  J.  W.  Hunter  of  Salem,  N.  C  ,  and  entered  into  a  con- 
tract with  him.  I  was  to  pay  him  board  and  for  one  hundred  dollars, 
he  was  to  instruct  me  in  the  profession  of  dentistry.  At  that  time 
it  was  considered  best  to  study  under  a  preceptor  before  attendance 
at  a  dental  college,  and  I  am  thankful  that  I  availed  myself  of  this 
opportunity  to  be  with  and  learn  under  one  who  was  considered  one 
of  the  best  dentists  in  the  State.  My  part  of  the  business  was  prin- 
cipally in  the  laboratory,  at  first,  and  later  at  the  chair,  on  ofld  oc- 
casions, when  the  Dr.  was  not  busy  I  would  have  my  patient,  not 
charging  for  the  work.  Thus  we  continued  together  until  the  Fall 
of  1872,  when  I  entered  Pennsylvania  Dental  College,  since  merged 
into  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  From  this  college,  I  graduated 
in  1875.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  my  year's  instruction  had  pre- 
pared me  for  the  work  in  hand  much  better  than  if  I  had  gone  to 
College  without  any  preparation.  That  was  the  day  of  soft  foil 
filling  and  also  tin  and  gold  combined.  And  in  favorable  locations 
to-day,  it  is  still  good  work  and  of  lasting  duration.  Dr.  Robt^ 
Aurthur  of  Baltimore  Md.,  a  good  dentist  but  rather  extreme,  wrote 
a  book  on  Operative  Dentistry,  taking  the  position  that  teeth  should 
have  ample  separation  before  filling,  and  also  that  they  should  be 
separated  to  prevent  decay.  As  we  know  now  that  will  not  do  and 
is  considered  unsound,  certainly  in  practice.  The  form  of  the  tooth 
should  be  preserved  and  is  where  the  use  of  cohesive  gold  came  in  so 
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well  and  prevents  the  crowding  of  food  particles  between  the  teeth 
and  injury  to  the  teeth  and  gums. 

On  my  return  from  Philadelphia,  about  April  1st  1873,  I  came  by 
way  of  High  Point  and  on  stage  to  Salem,  stopping  at  the  old  But- 
ner  Hotel.  After  consulting  Dr.  Hunter,  he  advised  me  to  start  out 
for  myself,  to  get  me  a  horse  and  buggy  and  go  to  the  patients.  At 
this  time  there  were  only  two  dentists  in  Salem  and  Winston,  Drs. 
Hunter  and  Blum  and  the  latter  was  an  itinerant  dentist  and  so 
continued  nearly  to  the  time  of  his  death.  TTiere  were  also  several 
dentists  in  the  territory  around  Winston-Salem,  one  of  whom  was  a 
Dr.  Mock  of  Jonesville,  N.  C.  He  filled  teeth  with  tin  foil  almost 
exclusively  and  filled  them  well.  In  approximal  cavities  they  did  fine 
service,  lasting  for  years^  This  advice  of  Dr.  Hunter's  might  have 
been  best  for  me  but  now  doubt  it.  My  territory  extended  for 
seventy  five  miles  over  hill  and  dale,  mountain  and  valley,  embrac- 
ing several  counties  in  N.  C,  and  as  many  in  Va.  So  when  I  final- 
ly decided  to  locate  in  Martinsville,  Va.,  I  necessarily  lost  a  greater 
part  of  the  practice  in  Virginia  and  all  in  N.  C,  or  virtually  all. 
But  you  will  excuse,  I  believe,  these  personal  references  as  this 
paper  has  much  to  do  with  my  humble  part  in  dentistry.  Has  the 
practice  changed  very  much  in  the  forty-nine  years?  Yes,  very 
materially.  The  inventive  and  scientific  genius  has  made  wonder- 
ful strides,  and  while  many  of  the  new  ideas  such  as  cataphoresis 
and  others  have  made  their  exit  from  the  scene  of  action,  many  of 
them  have  been  given  a  permanent  home  in  the  profession.  In  my 
early  practice  some  dentists  were  still  using  the  hand  instruments 
for  excavating  cavities.  TTien  the  foot  drill  came  into  use  and  later 
the  improved  drills  run  by  electricity. 

Should  Dr.  Attolengui  have  his  way,  fixed  bridge  work  will  soon 
be  packing  its  trunk  and  leave  not  a  vestige  of  itself  behind.  But 
do  we  all  believe  his  theory?  I  for  one  have  never  believed  in 
that  practice.  What  is  your  view?  Less  than  ten  years  ago,  many 
prominent  bridge  workers  advocated  destroying  the  nerves  of  all 
teeth  to  which  bridge  was  attached,  arguing  that  they  would  die 
eventually  anyway,  and  to  save  future  trouble  it  was  the  part  of 
wisdom  to  kill  and  remove  the  nerves  at  once_  We  now  know  that 
this  was  bad  practice,  and  many  teeth  holding  bridges,  and  still 
alive  are  living  testimonies  of  the  better  plan  of  attaching  bridges 
to  living  teeth.  Of  course  circumstances  alter  cases,  and  we  must 
be  guided  by  them. 

When  I  was  a  student,  bridge  work  was  not  practiced,  at  least  it 
was  not  taught  in  the  colleges.  Rubber,  silver  and  gold  plates 
were  used  almost  exclusively  and  students  were  well  taught  in 
each  of  these. 

Pivot  teeth  were  put  in  at  first  with  hickory  pins  and  strange  to 
say  lasted  very  well.     It  was  not  long  till  the  metal  pins  took  their 
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places  and  were  made  much  as  they  are  to-day.  In  my  early  prac- 
tice, prices  for  plates  were  just  about  what  they  are  now,  twenty 
or  twenty-five  dollars  for  a  rubber  plate,  including  extraction,  and 
some  of  these  plates  with  platinum  pins  lasted  thirty-five  and  forty 
years.  They  were  made  of  block  teeth  and  not  the  plain  teeth.  The 
latter  are  easier  to  articulate  and  fit,  but  not  so  lasting  and  useful. 
Another  change  in  practice  has  been  made  in  the  last  few  years, 
and  I  think  for  the  worse.  In  the  early  years,  say  in  the  seventies, 
it  was  customary  to  extract  numbers  of  teeth  and  insert  rubber 
plates  few  teeth  were  treated,  nerves  removed  and  roots  filled.  That 
was  discontinued  after  awhile  and  a  dentist  who  couldn't  save  al- 
most every  tooth  was  considered  behind  the  times.  Now  the  pend- 
ulum has  swung  back  again  and  many  teeth  are  being  extracted 
that  should  not  be.  Far  be  it  from  me  to  advocate  keeping  in 
the  mouth  diseased  teeth  that  should  be  extracted,  but  we  must  con- 
demn in  no  uncertain  terms,  the  wholesale  extraction  of  all  teeth 
whose  nerves  have  been  extracted  and  roots  filled.  The  X-Ray  has 
done  much  good  when  used  in  the  right  way,  but  also  much  harm 
when  used  in  the  wrong  way. 

Just  here  may  I  be  excused  for  making  this  prophecy,  there  will 
not  in  a  few  years  be  as  much  synthetic  dentistry  done  as  there  is 
at  this  time_  There  will  be  a  return  to  gold  fillings  or  something 
else  not  so  destructive  to  the  nerves.  You  are  perhaps  asking  your- 
selves the  question,  what  is  the  reason  for  this  statement?  Well, 
this  is  one,  have  you  noticed  the  failures  in  synthetic  work  as  com- 
pared with  the  gutta  percha  fillings  or  amalgam?  The  number  of 
nerves  dying  under  seemingly  good  synthetic  work  with  cavity  lin- 
ings? Gutta  percha  fillings  are  much  to  be  perf erred  in  cavities 
near  the  nerve,  and  when  put  in  carefully  and  compactly  under  a 
rubber  dam,  will  last  as  long  in  many  cavities,  say  from  five  to  even 
ten  years.  I  am  not  wedded  to  the  old  things  instead  of  the  new,  but 
give  me  the  old  tried  paths  instead  of  the  new  ones  untried.  What 
about  dentistry  now  as  compared  with  forty-nine  years  ago?  There 
has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  many  things.  Let  us  not  forget 
the  good  things  of  the  past,  but  add  to  them  the  better  things  of 
the  future.  In  the  early  days  of  dentistry  there  were  no  laws 
governing  the  practice.  Many  dentists  practiced  without  a  diploma, 
and  many  others  after  attending  one  term  at  College.  Then  came 
the  State  Examining  Boards  that  frequently  passed  the  one  term 
man,  and  turned  down  the  graduate.  In  other  words  each  student 
was  graded  on  the  answers  to  the  question  list  and  very  often 
without  much  practical  work  in  either  Operative  or  Mechanical  den- 
tistry. 

The  North  Carolina  Examining  Board  had  at  least  one  .suit  on 
its  hands  and  the  writer  of  this  paper,  then  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
made  a  trip  to  Marion,  N.  C,  when  sued  by  a  graduate  who  failed 
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to  get  license.  After  the  court  had  heard  the  evidence,  the  case 
was  thrown  out,  much  to  the  discomfiture  of  the  applicant,  mostly 
on  the  ground  that  the  Board  was  given  the  power  to  judge  of  the 
fitness  of  the  applicants  appearing  before  it.  In  this  case  a  num- 
ber of  the  questions  were  not  answered  correctly,  the  applicant  not 
understanding  the  terms  used,  and  consequently  not  giving  the 
answers.  Would  it  not  be  better  if  there  were  a  uniform  law  in 
all  the  states,  governing  examinations,  instead  of  the  different  ones 
now  prevailing?  But  in  a  country  composed  of  Sovereign  States  it 
is  difficult  to  have  uniform  laws.  Each  is  anxious  to  protect  its 
own  territory.  Perhaps  when  our  various  Colleges  have  endow- 
ments and  shall  unite  upon  a  curriculum  and  not  be  dependent  up- 
on the  money  of  the  students  to  support  the  institutions,  a  diploma 
will  be  as  good  in  one  State  as  in  another  and  will  be  recognized  as 
all  that  is  necessary  to  qualify  one  to  practice  dentistry. 

Will  the  profession  of  dentistry  ever  be  recognized  as  a  branch 
of  medicine?  Yes,  when  we  take  the  course  in  a  Medical  College 
and  pass  the  same  examinations  as  the  medical  students  take,  and 
then  a  dental  course,  thus  fitting  ourselves  as  specialists  in  medi- 
cine. Before  this  is  done,  we  cannot  expect  to  be  accorded  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  medical  men.  This  question  has  been 
before  us  for  many  years  and  is  no  nearer  a  solution  than  when  it 
first  started,  except  that  each  profession  is  more  tolerant  and  recog- 
nizes its  limitations  and  the  others  qualifications.  After  almost  a 
half  century  spent  in  my  profession,  I  hope  that  I  may  be  pardoned 
for  feeling  a  just  pride  in  its  advancements  along  all  lines,  both  in 
the  profession  and  in  those  of  its  graduates  so  well  qualified  to 
continue  this  improvement  for  the  well  being  of  the  human  race.

THE   MOTIVE   OF   DENTAL   EDUCATION 
Dr.  J.  A.  C.  HoGGAN,  Richmond,  Va. 

There  are  two  kinds  of  Dental  education.  Education  as  published 
in  the  catalogue,  and  education  as  it  is  given  in  the  school.  The 
existence  of  these  two  classes  of  instruction  is  the  reason  for  the 
present  work  of  the  Educational  Council. 

The  curriculum  of  all  dental  schools  is  composed  of  about  the  same 
number  of  subjects.  Examining  the  curriculum  of  different  schools 
we  find  very  little  difference  exists  between  them  in  the  description 
of  the  courses,  or  the  time  allotted  to  a  subject.  The  real  distinction 
lies  in  the  manner  in  which  the  course  is  given ;  and  behind  this  way 
of  teaching  lies  the  object  of  the  instruction,  or  the  motive. 

The  motive  of  an  institution,  or  of  a  man  in  the  institution,  is  the 
great,  secret  measure  of  usefulness,  or  place,  in  life — in  my  life  and  in 
your  life.  Consider,  for  example,  the  teaching  of  Pathology.  The 
majority  of  the  teachers  of  Pathology  in  dental  schools  are  not  den- 
tists. Tliey  are  physicians  or  graduates  in  Science.  The  general 
attitude  of  such  men  towards  dental  instruction  has  been  insincere. 
They  considered  the  field  of  dentistry  mechanical,  and  felt  that  the 
course  should  only  be  a  declaration  to  dental  instruction,  with  a 
suflScient  knowledge  of  Pathological  conditions  to  enable  the  dentist 
to  recognize  them  in  order  to  refer  the  patient  to  a  physician.  In 
Bacteriology  it  was  the  same.  Anatomy?  Yes.  Tlie  common  position 
taken  by  the  physician  was  "I  dont  see  why  a  dentist  needs  to  know 
so  much  Anatomy." 

Gradually,  as  the  Pathology  of  the  mouth  and  dental  organs  be- 
came involved  in  the  treatment  of  general  conditions,  the  Pathologi- 
cal instructor  became  impressed  and  a  course  in  laboratory  Pathology 
was  added  to  the  previous  lectures.  However,  the  instruction  was 
given  by  second  grade  instructors  and  not  by  the  heads  of  the 
departments.  The  feeling  was  that  this  class  of  instruction  was 
good  enough  for  the  dental  student.  The  first  class  teachers,  the  heads 
of  these  departments,  were  not  interested  in  teaching  dental  students, 
in  fact,  they  refused  to  teach  them. 

A  man,  by  the  name  of  Caldwell,  secretary  to  the  Educational 
Council  of  Medical  Schools,  encouraged  this  attitude.  He  ruled  that 
no  teacher  in  the  Medical  School  who  taught  dental  students  in  the 
same  subject,  or  in  any  other  subject,  could  be  called  vocational,  or 
a  full  time  teacher,  in  Medicine.  He  went  further  and  said  that 
dental  students  would  not  be  allowed  to  receive  instructions  in  the 
rooms  used  by  medical  students  even  though  they  were  used  at  a 
dilferent  hour. 

Under  discussion  a  physician  draws  attention  to  the  difference  in 
academic   preparation    of   dental    and    medical    students.      A    dental 
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student  with  only  High  School  education  has  a  limitation  not  found 
in  a  medical  student  with  two  years'  college  work  plus  High  School. 
The  reply  which  we  make  to  this  criticism  is  an  increase  in  pre- 
dental  education. 

Fifteen  dental  schools  in  the  United  States  have  increased  their 
entrance  requirements  to  one  year's  college  work,  plus  High  School. 
The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  is  one  of  the  fifteen  schools.  Your 
State  of  North  Carolina  requires  two  years  of  college  work  before 
license  to  practice  is  granted,  beginning  with  the  year  1928.  Virginia 
with  North  Carolina  will  ultimately  come  up  to  two  years.  They  are 
making  the  same  fight. 

The  character  of  dental  problems  requires  a  better  preparation.  We 
have  developed  the  practical,  or  clinical  side,  much  further  than  the 
etiological.  It  does  not  require  two  years'  pre-dental  education  to 
practice  mechanical  dentistry,  but  mechanical  dentistry  will  never 
discover  any  cause  of  dental  Pathology,  nor  will  it  ever  eradicate 
any  single  disease.  It  like  Surgery,  contributes  greatly  to  our  happi- 
ness, and  health,  but  does  not  actually  save  the  race.  The  secret 
of  the  solution  lies  bound  up  in  the  mysteries  of  Physiology,  Chemis- 
try and  bacteriology.  If  this  is  true,  are  we  not  right  in  increasing 
our  preparatory  education? 

We  have  a  certain  drag  holding  us  back.  The  drag  of  men  who  are 
purely  mechanical.  Tliese  men  are  encouraged  in  the  mechanical 
principle  by  the  demands  of  the  people,  their  comfort  and  by  past 
dental  education.  Is  it  not  reasonable  to  expect  that  men  who  are 
in  practice  today,  the  men  who  are  setting  up  the  standard  of  future 
education,  should  make  some  effort  to  improve  themselves?  In 
many  cities  there  are  men  who  call  themselves  specialists  in  Peri- 
dontia.  This  work  is  in  a  field  of  Bacteria,  and  yet  the  average 
man  specializing  in  this  work  has  only  a  smattering  knowledge  of  the 
Pathology  of  his  field.  They  keep  their  practice  mechanical.  Ortho- 
dontia is  the  secret  of  growth  and  development.  The  solution  is  a 
biological  and  physiological  solution — not  mechanical. 

The  dental  education  of  the  past  has  placed  dentistry  very  much 
in  the  position  of  the  young  man  with  great  promise  of  a  career, 
who  early  in  life  marries  and  shortly  becomes  responsible  for  a  large 
family.  Here  we  are  with  a  wonderful  field  of  investigation,  with 
great  reward  and  honor  awaiting  us  in  the  discovery  of  the  pre- 
ventive dental  measures,  but  forced  to  spend  so  much  time  in 
keeping  the  race  comfortable,  that  we  rob  ourselves  of  the  time 
for  research,  and  are  so  fagged  with  the  strain  of  it  that  we  lose 
our  very  inclination  to  study.  Dental  education  started  restoring 
teeth  to  man,  and  man  has  been  so  well  pleased  witb  the  mechanical 
results  that  he  insists  upon  dentists  keeping  up  the  good  work.  It 
saves  him  the  trouble  of  brushing  his  teeth.  But  dental  education 
has  arrived  at  the  point  at  which  it  realizes  that  mechanical  restora- 
tions will  never  solve  the  problem.     Dentists  have  arrived  at   the 
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place  at  which  they  are  no  longer  content  with  the  superficial  out- 
look, a  purely  mechanical  life,  nor  are  they  satisfied  any  longer 
with  the  plan  of  education  which  gives  them  a  mechanical  training 
through  four  years  and  asks  them  to  limit  their  practice  to  mechanics. 
Dissatisfaction,  however,  is  not  necessarily  reconstruction.  The 
application  of  the  rather  inadequate  training  in  medical  science  of  the 
past  complicated  the  problem  still  more.  If  a  dentist  with  sincere 
faith  in  his  professional  field  asked  himself  why  he  allowed  the 
routine  of  practice  to  absorb  all  of  his  time  and  effort,  he  would  come 
to  the  ultimate  decision  that  the  clinical  teacb^jig  he  had  received 
at  school  influenced  him.  It  had  determined  the  character  of  his 
practice.  The  clinical  teaching  was  very  largely  mechanical  restora- 
tion. Had  our  teachers  fifteen  or  twenty  years  ago  led  us  into  the 
every  day  employment  of  Pathological  principles,  had  our  infirmary 
practice  shown  the  way  to  use  our  Bacteriology  of  that  day,  we 
would  have  developed  dentistry  in  this  direction. 

Many  dentists  today  complain  that  while  they  get  a  medical 
education,  they  do  not  get  credit  for  it.  Teachers  in  Medical  schools, 
teachers  in  Dental  schools,  and  men  who  come  in  contact  with  dental 
education,  thought  the  trouble  lay  in  the  difference  between  dental 
and  medical  preparatory  education.  To  me,  it  is  not  the  kind  of 
education  so  much  as  the  way  which  our  education  is  used,  and  the 
control  of  this  character  by  dental  schools. 

A  solution  of  this  problem  has  been  the  dominating  motive  in  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  for  at  least  ten  years.  A  law  was 
enacted  about  the  beginning  of  this  period  requiring  a  Medical  degree 
before  license  to  practice  dentistry  is  granted.  This  plan  failed 
because  no  educational  blanket,  such  as  a  degree  in  Medicine,  is  going 
to  cover  up  the  weaknesses  in  our  present  plan  of  wasting  scientific 
training.  You  cannot  get  credit  for  doing  a  thing  simply  because  you 
should  be  able  to  do  it.  We  must  apply  more  fully  in  the  clinical 
teaching  of  dental  students  the  principles  of  the  fundamental  sciences. 
We  have  tried  several  plans  in  the  above  school  mentioned. 

First,  by  the  appointment  of  dentists  as  instructors  in  the  various 
laboratories  of  Chemistry,  Bacteriology,  Physiology,  etc.,  but  this 
plan  failed  because  of  the  fact  the  instructor  had  not  learned  himself 
to  apply  his  Pathological  instruction  to  a  clinical  case.  He  was 
trained  dexter,  and  he  could  not  make  himself  ambi-dexter. 

Second,  we  tried  with  an  adequate  corps  of  full  time  infirmary 
instructors,  the  assignment  of  half  of  their  time  to  a  scientific 
laboratory,  and  half  to  the  Infirmary.  In  this  way  we  hoped  to 
encourage  the  infirmary  instructor  in  the  Chemical  laboratory  to 
bring  into  the  Infirmary  a  chemical  approach  to  clinical  dentistry, 
and  each  laboratory  was  built  up  in  the  same  way.  This  plan  has  a 
good  deal  of  strength,  but  requires  large  funds  to  encourage  the  men 
to  continue  for  more  than  one  or  two  years  as  instructors.  The 
strength  of  your  plan  depends  upon  the  individual. 
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Third,  we  are  now  working  out  a  Pathological  routine  in  which 
the  student  will  make  a  diagnosis  founded  on  Urinalysis,  Blood 
Counts,  Physical  examination  and  case  histories.  It  is  not  possible 
to  jump  into  this  system  of  procedure  without  proper  preparation 
of  the  dental  curriculum.  It  should  not  apply  to  all  operative  cases 
since  some  do  not  need  the  burden  of  such  extensive  investigation, 
but  all  cases  involving  the  pulp  will  give  a  reasonable  field  to  this 
work. 

The  preparation  of  the  curriculum  to  which  I  refer  is  the  im- 
provement in  the  subject.  First  in  the  amount  of  time  devoted  to 
the  subject,  and  second  to  the  use  of  first  class  teachers.  The 
realization  by  dental  and  medical  schools  that  Dental  Pathology  is 
Medical  Pathology,  and  that  Dental  Physiology  is  Medical  Physiology 
gives  to  dental  education  an  importance  and  dignity  which  draws 
the  sincere  interest  of  the  full  time  teacher  in  the  dental  school. 

Your  State  of  North  Carolina  has  no  dental  schools.  North  Caro- 
lina must  go  out  of  the  state  for  dental  education.  A  boy  from 
your  state  selecting  dentistry  as  his  profession  must  have  prepared 
himself  this  year  with  two  years'  college  work  to  enable  him  to 
come  back  in  1928  as  a  candidate  for  your  State  Board.  If  that 
boy  chooses  a  school  requiring  only  high  school  diploma  for  entrance, 
he  does  one  of  two  things.  He  spends  one  year  in  repeating  work 
he  has  covered  at  college,  or  if  excused,  he  is  getting  only  a  three 
year  course.  A  school  having  one  year  or  two  years  entrance  require- 
ment has  arranged  a  curriculum  which  covers  four  years  of  strictly 
dental  education,  and  is  undoubtedly  better  prepared  to  provide  stu- 
dents for  a  State  requiring  two  years'  college  work  from  all  its  candi- 
dates before  the  State  Board.  Only  a  curriculum  which  can  exclude 
the  subjects  of  English  Biology,  Inorganic  Chemistry  and  Physics 
will  have  time  to  devote  the  proper  application  of  Pathological  and 
Physiological  principles  in  clinical  teaching. 

See  Fig.  1.  You  have  before  you  a  comparison  in  hours  of  the 
courses  given  in  the  same  subject  during  the  first  two  years  in  our 
medical  and  dental  schools.  It  is  plain  that  sufficient  instruction 
is  given  in  any  one  course  to  remove  any  distinction  in  dental  and 
medical  students  as  a  class.  It  is  purely  a  question  of  how  this 
education  is  applied  in  the  next  two  years  through  clinical  work.

FOCAL  INFECTIONS  AS  RELATED  TO  INSANITY. 

Db.  J.  Martin  Fleming,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  President  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners. 

The  writer  of  this  paper  claims  nothing  original  and  it  is  written 
with  apologies  to  those  men  who  have  given  years  of  labor  to  a 
difficult  and  hidden  subject.  The  paper  is  written  only  with  a 
desire  to  give  wider  publicity  to  their  work.  Proliably  without  a 
doubt  the  most  scientific  lecture  from  either  a  medical  or  a  dental 
standpoint,  ever  delivered  in  North  Carolina,  was  the  one  delivered 
at  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  in  Raleigh  early  in  February, 
by  Dr.  H.  A.  Cotton  of  the  Trenton,  N.  J.,  hospital  for  the  insane. 
Dr.  Anderson,  Superintendent  of  the  Raleigh  Hospital,  was  instru- 
mental in  having  Dr.  Cotton  visit  his  institution  and  spend  a  few 
days  going  carefully  over  the  different  wards  and  giving  advice  on 
different  cases. 

During  the  time  he  was  there  he  gave  one  public  lecture  and  the 
physicians  and  dentists  of  the  city  were  invited  to  hear  him. 

The  writer  of  this  paper,  together  with  one  or  two  others  here 
present,  were  among  the  number,  and  if,  by  any  possible  chance,  he 
might  convey  to  you  one  tenth  of  what  was  told  in  the  lecture  he 
would  feel  that  the  cause  of  dentistry  had  been  stimulated  and  that 
individual  endeavor  for  more  thorough  work  would  most  certainly 
be  strengthened  along  all  lines. 

He  began  his  lecture  by  stating  that  insanity  is  not  the  result 
primarily  of  a  diseased  brain  but  in  itself  is  simply  a  symptom  of 
some  physical  defect  somewhere  else  in  the  body — a  local  infection 
somewhere — often  in  a  remote  part  of  the  body. 

The  points  most  responsible  he  named  in  the  order  of  their  respon- 
sibility— 1st,  the  teeth — 2nd,  the  tonsils — 3rd.  the  intestines — 4th. 
the  genito-urinary  tract,  these  forming  by  far  the  greater  per  cent 
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of  all  infections;  but  he  did  not  limit  the  infection  to  these  sources 
alone — diseased  conditions  anywhere  may  cause  insanity. 

Under  the  head  of  teeth  he  said  he  had  found  insanity  coming 
from  unerupted  and  impatched  teeth,  even  in  children;  teeth  with 
apical  abscess;  decayed  or  carious  teeth;  healthy  teeth  with  perio- 
dontitis ;  pyorrhea  and  excostosis. 

He  cited  many  cases  under  each  head,  showing  where  the  most 
remarkable  cures  had  followed  the  simplest  treatment.  One  especially 
of  a  child  ten  years  old  who  had  a  wisdom  tooth  so  impacted  as  to 
produce  insanity;  and  so,  acting  on  his  theory  that  insanity  came 
from  infection,  the  treatment  in  his  hospital  has  been  surgical. 

This  writer  had  always  had  an  idea  that  surgery  to  cure  insanity 
was  the  removal  of  pressure  somewhere  on  the  brain,  but  it  is  not 
there,  it  is  surgery  for  the  removal  of  the  cause — possibly  in  some 
remote  part  of  the  body. 

Of  course,  following  this  treatment,  the  main  point  would  neces- 
sarily be  diagnosis,  made  only  by  the  most  experienced  men.  If  the 
diagnosis  showed  trouble  with  the  teeth  they  were  removed  at  once, 
even  going,  as  it  seemed  to  us,  to  extremes,  in  that  he  took  no  chances 
with  any  gold  crowns  or  bridge  work — he  removed  it  all. 

He  did  not  say  that  he  removed  vital  teeth  to  which  bridges  were 
attached  but  that  they  removed  the  bridges  and  cleaned  the  mouth. 

If  tonsils  were  affected  they  were  removed.  If  the  trouble  was  in 
the  intestines  that  trouble  was  treated,  even  going  to  the  extent 
of  removing  sections  of  the  colon — the  colon  having  been  found  to  be 
the  seat  of  most  of  the  intestinal  troubles. 

In  other  words  they  look  for  and  remove  the  causes  of  infection,  no 
matter  where  it  is  found. 

He  ridiculed  the  idea  of  a  physician  giving  a  hasty  diagnosis  and 
simply  saying  "it  is  your  teeth — have  them  out."  We  have  all  had 
that  to  contend  with.  But  he  goes  into  it  further  and  makes  all 
possible  pictures  and  examinations,  trying  to  locate  the  seat  of  trouble 
before  any  operation. 

If  you  would  ask  the  ultimate  secret  of  success  in  his  work,  we 
would  unhesitatingly  say  it  lay  in  thorough  diagnosis. 

He  stressed  the  point  too  that  you  should  never  give  up.  He  told 
of  one  interesting  case  in  which  the  patient  had  been  fed  by  a  tube 
for  three  long  years  while  they  still  searched  for  the  cause  of 
her  trouble  and  then  overnight  her  mind  was  completely  restored  and 
they  never  yet  have  discovered  the  cause  in  this  particular  case. 
Dr.  Cotton  showed  quite  a  number  of  slides  of  the  very  poorest 
dentistry  we  have  ever  seen.  If  it  should  be  taken  as  a  fair  sample 
of  New  Jersey  dentistry,  then  the  average  North  Carolina  work 
does  not  suffer  by  comparison.  You  never  saw  as  many  gold  crowns 
anywhere  as  he  showed  in  his  pictures,  and  he  turned  aside  in  his 
lecture  to  say  that  in  the  mouths  of  the  Inmates  of  the  North  Carolina 
institution  he  found  a  much  better  grade  of  dentistry  than  in  his 
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own  State  of  New  Jersey.  He  showed  in  one  mouth  the  greatest  number 
of  both  gold  and  porcelain  crowns — especially  porcelain — in  which  all 
the  anterior  teeth  both  above  and  below  were  pivot  teeth  with  no 
effort  whatever  having  been  made  to  fill  the  roots  beyond  the  ends 
of  the  pins,  and  the  whole  area  was  abscessed,  of  course.  The  pins 
of  these  teeth  with  the  cross  sections  of  cement  made  each  one  look 
like  a  cross  and  there  were  so  many  of  them  that  it  reminded  you 
somewhat  of  a  field  of  crosses  and  he  likened  that  to  a  Flanders 
Field  of  crosses.  The  comparison  was  not  so  far  fetched  either.  He 
ali^o  showed  numerous  pictures  of  impacted  teeth — some  being  super- 
numerary— in  which  cases  their  simple  removal  had  restored  sanity. 
He  Jidvised  that  all  operations  such  as  we  have  described  shon'd  be 
performed  as  early  as  possible.  Possibly  most  of  you  remember 
the  case  published  by  Dr.  Cotton  some  years  ago  in  which  a 
lady's  mind  had  been  restored  on  the  simple  extraction  of  her 
teeth  after  nine  years  of  insanity.  Some  of  us  in  this  State 
were  personally  interested  in  this  case  because  we  found  she  was  a 
North  Carolinian,  a  former  Chapel  Hill  woman,  who  some  of  us  had 
known  in  her  girlhood  and  young  womanhood.  Some  one  asked 
about  that  case  and  he  told  us  that  she  and  her  husband  were  both 
friends  of  his  and  that  naturally  he  was  much  interested  in  her  case 
but  that  he  was  sorry  to  report  that  her  cure  was  not  permanent  and 
that  she  was  again  an  inmate  of  his  institution  with  possibly  no  fur- 
ther chance.  He  attributed  this  to  the  fact  that  they  were  too  long  dis- 
covering the  cause — nine  years.  This  brought  him  to  the  point  of  the 
report  of  the  success  and  failure  of  his  work. 

He  said  that  30  per  cent  of  all  insanity  cases  got  well  anyway, 
and  that  the  treatment  in  vogue  up  to  a  few  years  ago  had  not  raised 
the  percentage  of  cures  very  much — only  about  from  7  to  20  per  cent ; 
making  the  cures  or  discharges  from  all  sources  only  about  37  to 
50  percent. — 37  per  cent,  being  nearer  accurate.  With  30  per  cent, 
getting  well  of  their  own  accord  the  treatment  by  old  methods  was 
adding  only  an  addtitional  7  per  cent. 

But  under  the  surgical  treatment  of  Dr.  Cotton's  hospital  this 
total  of  discharges  has  grown  from  37  per  cent,  in  1918  to  90  per  cent, 
in  1921. 

He  was  also  asked  as  to  the  percentage  of  return  cases  and  he 
stated  that  it  was  exactly  the  same  in  90  per  cent  as  it  had  been  in 
37  per  cent.  If  any  other  line  of  endeavor  could  accomplish  curative 
results  as  far  reaching  as  these  the  whole  country  would  acclaim 
the  discoverer  of  the  treatment  as  one  of  the  greatest  men  of  the  age, 
and  that  is  the  stamp  that  is  put  upon  Dr.  Cotton  by  those  who  treat 
insanity. 

The  State  Hospital  for  the  insane  at  Raleigh  is  adopting,  as  rapidly 
as  is  consistent  with  thoroughness,  the  same  policy  as  to  treatment, 
and  they  have  now  sent  their  chief  medical  diagnosistician  to  Trenton, 
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that  he  may  take  a  course  in  that  institution.  Later  I  think  they 
will  send  their  hospital  dentist  for  a  similar  course. 

The  opportunity  is  certainly  great  for  these  men  who  go,  but  their 
responsibility  is  also  great.  However,  with  active  cooperation  of  both 
dental  and  medical  staffs,  a  great  work  can  be  done  in  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Cotton  stated  that  he  had  had  more  hearty  cooperation  from 
the  dental  than  from  the  medical  profession,  and  that  he  had  ever 
found  the  dentist  ready  to  assist  in  every  way.  He  had  found  that 
the  teeth  were  responsible  for  something  like  60  per  cent  of  his 
insanity  cases,  but  in  spite  of  that  he  deplored  the  fact  that  physicians 
too  frequently  gave  up  the  diagnosis  and  "passed  the  buck"  to  the 
dental  profession. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  touch  on  all  points  covered  in  the  lecture 
in  a  paper  short  as  this  must  necessarily  be — but  one  other  point 
must  be  stressed  and  that  is  that  heredity  has  been  proven  to  have 
no  bearing  on  insanity.  A  child  might  inherit  a  weakness  from  an 
infection  of  a  parent  and  the  weakness  in  the  child  might  lend  itself, 
so  to  speak,  to  cause  a  similar  trouble  to  the  parents'  trouble,  but 
there  is  no  possible  connection  between  the  insanity  of  a  parent  and 
the  insanity  of  the  child.  Dr.  Cotton  also  touched  on  Paresis,  or 
softening  of  the  brain,  and  said  you  would  always  find  syphilis  where 
you  found  it,  that  paresis  was  simply  a  manifestation  of  syphilis — 
a  sympton  of  the  disease  as  it  affects  the  brain. 

Dr.  Cotton  touched  on  many  other  interesting  topics  relating  to 
the  defectives  and  delinquents,  all  as  interesting  as  it  could  be ;  but 
the  chief  concern  to  us  as  dentists  lies  in  what  has  already  been  said. 

Naturally  you  will  draw  some  conclusions  of  your  own  after  listen- 
ing to  a  lecture  like  that,  and  first  you  will  wonder  if  insanity,  the 
worst  of  all  bodily  ills,  can  come  from  focal  infection  why  cannot 
practically  all  diseases  come  from  the  same  cause — with  the  possible 
exception  of  some  fevers  and  some  epidemics? 

And  even  those  diseases  not  arising  from  focal  infections  can 
certainly  be  made  worse  by  the  lowered  vitality  of  a  system  harboring 
infection. 

Another  thought  is  the  responsibility  resting  on  our  profession  when 
we  consider  that  about  60  per  cent,  of  all  insanity  comes  from  in- 
fections of  the  teeth.  It  is  true  that  of  this  60  per  cent,  of  insane 
possibly  the  greater  number  have  been  brought  to  insanity  by  never 
having  consulted  a  dentist  at  all. 

The  profession  is  certainly  iu  no  wise  responsible  for  these,  but 
there  are  others  who  have  infection  and  the  subsequent  insanity 
brought  about  largely  by  careless  work  in  root  canal  filling  and 
poorly  fitting  gold  crowns  and  bridges.  Of  course  that  is  a  disgrace 
to  our  profession,  but  there  is  another  side  even  to  this,  and  that  is 
that  if  neglected  teeth  have  been  responsible  for  so  much  insanity 
then  conscientious  dental  work  must  likewise  have  prevented  a  great 
deal  of  it. 
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In  conversation  with  Dr.  Spurgeou  some  months  ago  he  spoke  of  a 
patient  having  been  brought  to  Dr.  Rominger  and  himself  some 
years  ago,  suffering  from  some  mental  trouble,  and  her  people  wanted 
a  few  bad  teeth  extracted  before  she  was  carried  to  an  institution. 
This  was  done  and  she  improved  so  rapidly  that  she  was  never  carried 
to  the  institution  at  all,  but  recovered  all  her  faculties  following  these 
extractions ;  and  so  stumbling  along  in  the  dark,  so  to  speak,  these 
gentlemen  accomplished  in  a  remote  case  results  similar  to  what 
Dr.  Cotton's  opportunities  have  moulded  into  a  science.  I  suppose 
some  of  you  remember  having  heard  Dr.  Hiuman  make  the  state- 
ment that  probably  each  one  of  us  has  killed  his  man  by  careless  root 
canal  work,  and  Dr.  Cotton's  discoveries  would  lead  us  to  believe 
that  some  have  gone  insane  from  the  same  reason — but  the  fact  still 
remains  that  the  profession  as  a  whole  is  rapidly  advancing  along 
all  lines  of  preventive  dentistry  and  that  we  are  doing  and  will  con- 
tinue to  do  our  utmost  to  meet  the  situation  as  Dr.  Cotton  describes 
it. 

In  conclusion — It  was  an  inspiration  to  hear  Dr.  Cotton — There 
is  a  hope  that  at  some  future  day  he  may  come  before  the  State 
Dental  Society  and  make  the  same  address. 

You  will  be  struck  by  the  extreme  earnestness  and  modesty  of  the 
man  and  you  will  feel  a  thrill  of  joy  in  the  fact  that  he  is  a  Native 
North  Carolinian.

MEMORIALS 

DR.   LEONARD   WHITE 

1866—1922

Leonard  White,  son  of  Captain  and  Elizabetli  Dick  White,  was 
born  in  Sumter,  S.  C,  November  4th,  1866. 

After  finishing  the  preparatory  schools  of  Sumter,  he  entered 
Davidson  College,  September  1883,  from  which  Institution  he  gradu- 
ated in  1887. 

While  in  College  he  won  the  highest  medals  in  his  academic  work 
and  was  a  prominent  member  of  "Elu."  Literary  Society  and  Kappa 
Alpha  Fraternity. 

In  1887  he  entered  the  Dental  Department  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  from  which  he  graduated  in  1889.  He  began  his  prac- 
tice in  Charlotte  in  1889. 

On  December  23,  1890,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Kate  Wood,  daugh- 
ter of  the  late  Rev.  William  A.  and  Naomi  Costin  Wood  of  States- 
ville.  Surviving  this  union  are  Mrs.  White,  Mr.  William  White  of 
Charlotte  and  Mr.  Leonard  White  of  Greensboro. 

In  1892  Dr.  White  moved  to  Statesville  where  he  has  since  liv- 
ed and  practiced.  He  was  faithful  to  his  chosen  profession  and 
followed  it  until  October  1921,  when  he  was  forced  to  give  it  up  on 
account  of  failing  health. 

Dr.  White  was  one  of  the  most  exacting  and  painstaking  operators 
in  all  his  work. 

One  of  those  characters  who  always  labored  to  do  every  thing  he 
undertook  icell.  A  man  of  those  high  ideals  only  found  among  the 
Select. 

Quiet  and  unassuming,  yet  true  to  the  very  core  in  his  convictions 
for  the  right.  Having  no  consideration  for  the  just  get  l)y  man, 
but  the  greatest  respect  and  admiration  for  all  those  who  believed 
in  doing  things  at  their  best. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Local  Statesville  Dental  Society  and  a 
life  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Deutal  Society. 

In  November,  1921,  his  condition  had  become  so  alarming  that 
his  family  sent  him  to  Broad  Oaks,  INIorganton,  for  treatment.  In 
January  he  came  home  only  to  be  returned  to  the  Sanitorium  for 
further  treatment.  March  27,  1922.  his  physician  thought  he  was 
able  to  leave  the  Sanitorium. 

He  made  a   brave  fight   to  save  himself  but   somehow   he   could

not  make  it  and  the  tired  mind  gave  way  and  he  ended  it  all  April 
1,  1922. 

"Judge  not. 

The  working  of  heart  and  mind 

Thou  canst  not  see. 

What  in  dull  mind  may  seem  a  stain, 

In  God's  pure  light  may  only  be  a  scar 

Brought  from  some  well  fought  field, 

Where  thou  would  only  Faint  and  Yield." 
In  the  death  of  Dr.  White  the  Society  has  lost  a  most  valuable 
member  and  the  Profession  a  most  faithful  servant. 

DR.  J.  H.  DURHAM 

1851—1922

Dr.  J.  H.  Durham  was  born  August  27th,  1851  in  Wayne  County, 
N.  C,  of  Dawson  Thorpe  and  Julia  Smith  Durham,  and  died  Jan- 
uary 24th,  1922. 

When  quite  a  lad  he  graduated  at  Trinity  College,  N.  C,  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia,  Bellview  Medical  School  of  New  York,  then  prepar- 
ing for  his  life's  work,  he  graduated  in  dentistry  in  Philadelphia, 
and  located  in  Wilmington  in  1877.  where  he  practiced  until  his 
death. 

He  was  elected  President  of  the.  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  in 
1884,  which  is  the  highest  tribute  of  respect  the  Society  can  bestow 
upon  its  members. 

During  his  forty-five  years  practice  in  Wilmington  his  ability  and 
magnetism  won  for  him  a  most  coveted  practice  which  he  enjoyed 
up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  was  married  December  22nd,  1884  to  Miss  Mellie  Alston  of 
Pittsboro,  N.  C,  who  preceded  him  in  death  a  few  years. 

Among  those  to  mourn  his  loss  are  his  son  and  daughter,  who 
are  rich  in  the  heritage  of  those  high  qualities  which  endeared  their 
father  to  this  community,  not  only  for  professional  attainments,  but 
for  those  qualities  even  higher,  which  make  for  righteous,  higher 
minded  citizenship  and  gather  in  its  wake  the  love  and  esteem  which 
make  us  feel  that  by  his  absence  we  are  poor  indeed. 

DR.    ALEXANDER   NEWTON 

1887—1921

Doctor  Alexander  Newton  was  born  at  Casar,  N.  C,  June  the  17, 
1887,  the  third  son  of  the  late  John  A.  and  Ellen  Newton.  He  died 
of  Brights  Disease  Nov.  11,  1921. 

After  completing  his  high  school  education  at  Piedmont,  he  en- 
tered  Wake  Forest  College  and  it  was  here  he  decided   to   make 
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dentistry  his  life  work.  He  entered  the  Southern  Dental  College  at 
Atlanta,  Ga.  in  the  fall  of  1916,  graduating  from  this  institution  in 
1919.     He  was  a  member  of  the  Psi  Omega  Dental  Fraternity. 

After  graduating  he  located  at  Spartanburg,  S.  C,  associating 
himself  with  his  cousin  Dr.  McClure  Newton.  Later  he  located  at 
Forest  City,  N.  C,  where  he  was  in  practice  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
Dr.  Newton  enjoyed  a  lucrative  and  growing  practice  and  biit  for 
his  untimely  death  would  have  been  at  the  head  of  his  profession  in 
the  state^ 

He  was  married  March  1,  1909  to  Miss  Verna  Lee  Downs  of 
Casar  N.  C,  who  with  the  two  children,  Pauline  and  Margaret  are 
left  to  mourn  the  great  loss. 

It  was  the  privilege  of  the  writer  to  have  known  Dr.  Newton 
from  his  infancy  and  to  be  impressed  as  were  all  who  knew  him, 
of  his  sterling  character  and  devotion  to  his  friends,  his  church  and 
his  profession.  While  his  young  life  was  taken  away  by  the  grim 
monster  his  influence  in  the  home,  in  his  church  and  in  his  profes- 
sion will  live  after  him.    But — 

"There  is  no  death — what  seems  so  is  transition." 

DR.  JAMES  HENRY  GETTY S 

1875—1921 

Br-  I.  R.  Sexf,  Read  By  Dr.  Chas.  S.  McCall 

Dr.  James  Henry  Gettys  died,  February  14,  1921  at  his  home  in 
Forest  City,  North  Carolina,  from  Paralysis,  in  his  forty-sixth  year. 

Dr.  Gettys  was  born  at  Duncan,  N.  C,  May  24,  1875,  He  was  the 
son  of  John  and  Alpha  Gettys.  He  attended  the  Atlanta  Dental 
College  from  which  he  was  graduated  May  4,  1906,  receiving  the 
highest  medal  offered  by  that  institution.  He  obtained  license  to 
practice  dentistry  In  North  Carolina  and  Georgia. 

After  Dr.  Gettys  secured  his  license  he  located  at  Forest  City, 
N.  C,  where  he  practiced  until  he  died.  He  was  a  most  faithful 
man  in  his  profession  making  it  convenient  to  attend  both  local 
and  state  meetings.  He  was  considered  one  of  the  best  in  his  pro- 
fession, building  up  a  very  large  and  successful  practice  in  his  town 
and  the  surrounding  country. 

As  a  man  in  his  community  Dr.  Gettys  ranked  very  high.  He  was 
faithful  in  his  religious  duties  and  most  zealous  for  the  welfare  of 
his  fellow  citizens.  Being  an  Elder  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Sunday  School  he  enjoyed  the  opportunity 
afforded  him  for  exerting  an  excellent  influence. 

Dr.  Gettys  had  a  most  lovable  disposition  always  cheerful  and 
always  friendly.  He  was  liked  not  only  by  the  men  of  his  pro- 
fession whom  he  had  won  as  friends,  but  all  classes  with  whom  he 
came  in  contact.     His  cordial  disposition  and  his  sunny  attitude  has 
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done  much  for  the  good  of  those  who  was  so  fortunate  as  to  know 
him. 

On  February  26,  1901,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Lillie  Belle  McFar- 
laud  who  was  ever  a  most  faithful  and  cheerful  companion,  and 
to  whom  should  go  a  part  of  the  credit  for  his  success  in  life. 

He  is  survived  by  a  widow,  three  brothers  and  one  sister.  He 
was  buried  Feburary  15,  1921  with  Masonic  honors  at  Forest  City, 
N.  C. 

DR.  R.  E.  WARE 
By  Db.  D.  E.  McConnell 

Some  time  ago  in  talking  to  a  friend  who  is  a  good  student  of 
human  nature  I  made  this  remark.  "The  estimate  the  general  public 
puts  on  a  man  is  generally  nearly  correct."  He  replied,  "I  will 
amend  that  by  saying  that  the  estimate  that  a  man's  friends  put 
on  his  is  correct."  "They  know  him  better  than  the  general  p-ub- 
lic." 

Thi«  being  so  I  will  read  the  words  written  of  our  friend  who  died 
May  ISth,  1922  by  the  editor  of  the  Cleveland  Star. 

Dr  Robert  Ellis  Ware,  a  leading  citizen  and  prominent  dentist 
of  Cleveland  county,  died  at  his  home  in  Shelby  Thursday,  May  18, 
1922,  after  an  illness  extending  over  several  years,  but  which  only 
became  acute  a  few  weeks  ago.  Dr.  Ware  had  been  treated  in  Balti- 
more for  cancer  of  the  stomach  for  several  years,  but  when  he  returned 
from  Baltimore  about  three  weeks  ago  it  was  realized  that  tnis 
deadly  malady  had  so  far  progressed  that  it  was  impossible  to 
check  it,  and  it  had  so  sapped  his  strength  and  blood  that  it  was 
just  a  matter  of  a  few  days  until  the  end  came. 

Dr.  Ware  was  born  and  reared  in  Shelby  and  lived  all  the  years  of 
his  useful  and  upright  life  among  the  people  who  knew  him  fi-om 
childhood  and  esteemed  him  for  his  many  fine  qualities  of  head  and 
heart  and  for  his  unblemished  Christian  character.  He  was  the 
youngest  son  of  the  late  James  M.  Ware  and  Naomi  Ware,  and  after 
attending  the  common  schools  of  Shelby,  entered  WofEord  college 
and  graduated  with  an  A.  B.  degree  from  that  fine  institution.  He 
was  principal  of  Belwood  institute  and  Reidsville  high  school  for 
several  years.  He  chose  denistry  as  his  profession  and  studied  in 
the  University  of  Maryland  and  Vanderbilt  University,  receiving 
his  diploma  in  dentistry  in  the  latter  institution.  While  at  Vander- 
bilt he  met  the  woman  who  afterwards  became  his  wife  and  on 
January  31,  1900  he  was  happily  married  to  Mrs.  Addle  Hilliard 
Haynes,  by  Bishop  O.  P.  Fitzgerald.  One  little  girl,  Naomi  Ellis 
dying  in  infancy,  blessed  this  union  Dr.  Ware  professed  religion 
and  joined  the  church  in  his  early  youth  and  served  his  church  as 
steward  and  recording  steward  for  more  than  20  years.  He  was 
often   delegate   to   district   conferences   and   other   church   organiza- 
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tions.  He  was  at  different  times  secretary  and  president  of  the 
dental  association  in  the  district  where  he  lived  and  was  honored 
with  the  reading  of  important  papers  at  the  State  Dental  associa- 
tion. For  many  years  Dr.  Ware  was  the  efficient  and  faithful  teach- 
er of  the  Baraca  class  of  the  LaFayette  Street  Methodist  church. 
This  class  had  a  membership  of  more  than  100  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  more  than  50.  The  attention  and  devotion  of  teacher 
and  class  were  beautiful,  75  of  whom  attended  the  funeral  in  a 
body. 

He  was  honest  and  efficient  in  his  chosen  profession,  loyal  and 
true  to  his  church,  kind  to  his  family,  devoted  and  tender  to  his 
wife  and  a  good  and  useful  citizen  who  always  stood  for  the  right 
and  despised  shams  and  pretense.  His  friends  and  neighbors  speak 
of  him  as  a  good  man,  a  valuable  citizen  and  a  true  Christian  gentle- 
man.    What  higher  tribute  could  be  paid  to  any  one? 

Indeed  little  more  need  be  said.  Those  of  you  who  knew  him 
only  in  the  dental  society,  I  am  sure,  were  impressed  with  his 
courtesy  and  dependability.  Anything  assigned  to  him  was  done 
and  promptly. 

Personally,  I  have  been  much  interested  during  the  past  three 
years  in  observing  his  calmness  and  courage.  By  accident,  without 
his  knowledge,  I  knew  that  about  three  years  ago  he  was  informed 
that  he  had  the  dread  disease  that  caused  his  death.  He  preferred  to 
keep  it  secret. 

Like  Tolstoy's  peasant,  who  when  asked  as  he  followed  his  plow_ 
"What  would  you  do  if  you  knew  you  would  die  tomorrow?"  repli- 
ed' "I  would  plow."  he  went  about  his  daily  task  as  serenely  as  if 
he  felt  long  years  lay  before  him. 

His  calm  faith  and  serene  courage  were  an  inspiration.  In  the 
words  of  Bryant  he  went. 

"Not  as  a  galley  slave,  scourged  to  his  cell 
But,  as  one  who  wraps  the  drapery  of  his  couch  about  him, 
And  lies  down  to  pleasant  dreams."

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS :  Article  V  of  the  By- 
Laws,  as  amended  by  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society,  June 
1922. 

ARTICLE  V— Dues 

Section  1.  The  annual  dues  of  this  society  shall  be  $10 ;  $2  of  these 
annual  dues  shall  be  paid  to  the  National  Dental  Association  as  mem- 
bership dues  in  that  association,  and  shall  include  the  subscription 
to  the  National  Dental  Journal;  $1  of  the  annual  dues  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Research  Division  of  the  National  Dental  Association.  All 
dues  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  or  before  January  1  for  the  current 
year.  Any  member  whose  dues  are  not  paid  on  or  before  January 
20  for  the  current  year  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  the  Journal 
of  the  National  Dental  Association,  and  any  member  in  arrears  shall 
be  disqualified  from  voting  or  from  being  elected  to  or  holding  any 
oflSce  in  said  society;  and  any  member  who  shall  fail  to  pay  his  or 
her  dues  for  one  year  shall  be  dropped  from  the  roll  of  membership 
and  shall  not  be  re-elected  until  he  or  she  shall  have  paid  his  or  her 
one  year's  arrears  and  a  regular  initiation  fee  for  that  year,  provided 
the  application  is  in  regular  form  and  is  recommended  by  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee.  Notices  of  dues  payable  shall  be  given  by  the 
Treasurer,  as  provided  for  in  Article  1,  section  5  of  the  By-Laws.
